TUE CHINESR CUSTOMS MYSTERY 

At the Magistracy to-day, Mr H. 5.

of blood fram clothing, unless it was a very 
old stain thut had had time to dry in. 

Dr Cantlie, recalled,” repeated his former 

evidence. fle and Dr Marques had made 
a post mortem examination of the bady. 
The body was very ‘much decomposed, 
but nevertheless he could swear definitely 
to certain facts; that there was practically 
no blood left in the body, that the heart 
was entirely emply, and that there was 
hard'y any ,water fin the lunge of chest. 
¥rom the usdoubted abseuce of blood from 
‘the body or heurt, he urrived ab the con- 
clusion thatf'death could-only have 5 en 
caused by hanorchaye, not by drowning. 
Any'ony of the three focts mentioned —— 
empliuess of theghasrt, abasuce of blood 
fron tho body, absence of water from the 
chust—wou!d singly be conclusive evidence 
that the man was aut drowned; and the 
theeo things together made the proof over- 
whelming. And there was no doubt about 
those throes puints, hey eculd not be ex- 
plained us duo to decompositiua, The rou- 
tilation ¢ wid nut have been done later than 
24 hours xfter death. Deuth being caused 
by Joss of blood, the mutilation would bave 
e,used anch Joss. If a man was stunned 
while in Ute water, he would ba leas likely 
to recover than if out of the water. Inthat 
cate he would not by drowned; the blow 
would kill him, fur being in the water he 
woutd miss the reviving effcot of fresh air. 
With such huge wounds as these, the 
ono in the Ieg and the amputation 
of the pevia, a wan might bleod to death in 
two mirutes, On tho evidence, this mao 
may have bled to Jeath, If he had died 
from drownins, the right side of the heart 
won have been full of bleed, If this mac 
hind simply fallen into the water and had 
been thua wounded by tho propellor, thore 
would not uvcessorily havo been any sign 
of drowning. It was exc-edingly difficult 
to conceive how auch mutilation could have 
been duno by the propellor. 
De Atkinson stated that his opinion, 
from the ovidenco, waa that death must 
huve beon due tu heomorrhage, causing 
shock. He was certainly of option that it 
evuld not have been drowning. The 
absence of bluod from the heart could only 
have been du: to hemorrhage, and could 
not be duo to deccmposition. Ina caso of 
drowning, the right ride of tho heart 
would bo full of blood, 

In reply to De Atkinson, Dr Canilio said 
that the post mortem examinntion showed 
that the edges of tha wound were not 
evartad. The upper margin of the wound 
was like a half-icon, and was quite shorply 
cut at the edge. The deeper tissues of the 
upper part Ww re also sharply cut off. In 
the lower part of tho wound the akin wos 
b not everted, and it was as if frayed out, or 
os ouggested nibbled by fsb. The deeper 
tiastes of the luwer-part of the wound pro- 
jected b- yond the edges of the skin and 
aeemed na if bloxched by the water.

He was pro- 
bably dead befare. being thrown in, other- 
wise-y there. would hava bvon some 
sizo of drowning. The amputation of 
the penis could not have beer done 
by the propellor, for it could not 
have beon dune without lifting tho trousers 
or pulling th m down. ~The trousers were 


went out abont 7 or 8 boat lengihs, towards 
tho point where the signal station is, aud 
waited ; tho launch was then about half a 
milo away, coming slowly, The gig waited 


ten or twenty wigutes, and was not moored. 
The Jaunch was well kuown and was in tho 
habit of passing once or twice'a day. She 
came straight to tho gig and ny alongside, 
‘Witness told the dec used to get hold of the 
Jaunch with a-beat-hook, He did 60, 
tumirg his back to witness in so doing. 
Witness saw tho boat-book holding on to 
the Jaurch, by the top rail, and deceased 
was holding the other end of the boat-hook, 
Witness then proceeded to atep on to the 
Jaunch; and as be did so the decorasd fell 
overboard, Witness had one foot on the 
Jauuch and the other foot in tho gig, rondy 
to'step on board, wh n he heard a splash 
sud saw that the man had fallen overboard, 
Could not say bow ho came to fall; witness 
was notlonking. The crew of the boat wera 
sitting to thair oars, facing astern, and ao did 
not sor, Witness did not go on the leunob, 
Dut of once seized a boat-honk from the 
goxawain and tried to rasch the deceased. 
Tho gig had two boathooks, ono for the 
bow man aod one for the coxswain, Tho 
deceased man's hoathook fell partly into 
the water, but the butt end of it romained 
in the gig, dying soross the gunwale, and 
another man picked it up, and tried to fish 
the. man out. Tho launch people throw 
out a lifo buoy. Phore was no wey on 
either the gig or the launch; they were 
not moving at all except as the tide took 
them. They wsited twenty or thirty mi- 
nutes searching fer the dcoonsed. It was 
about 60 or 70 fect from the shore. Wit- 
neas knew tho decoased by sight, as No, 
43; know his face, and knew that that 
face was No. 43,- The number on his 
neiform was in Chinese charactera, which 
witness could not read; bot witness had 
very often bad this man with h’m, and ro- 
gularly knew him ng No, 43.

THE ORY OF ‘WOLF!' 
SHANGHAI VOLUNTEERS ORITICISED. 

On the 22nd inat., it pleased Mojor 
Morrison, the commander of the Shanghsi 
Voluntesr Corps, to plunge the foreign 
community of Shanghai iuto o state of 
intense exeitament by issuing o printed 
order to the effect that Volonteers were to 
ngsemble as rapidly as poasible +t their 
various ‘alarm posts,’ What the definite 
object of Maj-r Morrison really was it 
would be iuteresting to know, but ap far no 
ex;lonation has been forthcoming. Ac- 
cording to the regulations that control the 
Volunteer Corps the members sro only 
supposed to assemble at the alarm posts in 
timo of actual dancer, when their service 
in defending the Settlement is likely to, be 
required. ‘There ere definite signals deci. 
ed on for that muhitisayon, numely, the 
firing of guns and the ringing of the fire- 
pall, It is, of c urso, naturally accepted 
thut auch an alarm would not bo givan, 
especially at this unsottled period, waless 
there was direct cause for the same—that 
is, that thes lives of the residents wore in 
positive peril, and the Settlement in danger 
of destruction. However, the order was 
given for mon to suddenly smgcmble, as in 
tho case of the above eignNa, though 
tho © signal communicated in o 
different way, namely. by printed 
order. Naturully, tho ficet impression on 
each Volunteer who recsived the order was, 
that the Authorities had chosen to apprise 
them of mobilieation sceretly to save tha 
feelings of their wives and dsugiters, and 
so had dispensed with the arranged alarm 
call. Men were sen hurriedly leaving their 
business aud their engagements, and rushing 
home to get th ir uniforms andarms, Con- 
stornation was depicted on the fuces of many 
Indie who had veen apprised of the order, 
and the vague impreasion of ail was that the 
Chinees aurrounding the Settlement or the 
City hed risen iv revolt, and, with visions 
of the recent fearful massacte befvre them, 
is there apy wouder at such consternation / 
It may seem, to the indifferent, exagyera- 
tion to eay that the sudden entry of bro- 
thers avd parents into the homes at op 
hour when they wero least expected, with 
the written order io their hands, cause’ 
considerable feeling amengst wives snd 
sisters whose nerves, already wrotght up to 
the highest pirch by tho fearful tragedies 
elsewhere, and the many reports cun- 
gerning the Chineso in. our midat, gave 
way under this endden alarm which caused

All this 
excitement wna crated apparently to gratis 
fy thé’ whim «f the “command r. The 
Volunteers assembled as hurriedly a8 pus 
sible, and the assembly, far feem boing as 
our morning contemporary describes a 
‘decided success,’ was froma miitary point 
of yiaw a decided and ignominious foilare;

sible 150 men, sny half uf the ovrps. to 
assemble at Hongker, there wre, au-hour 
and-a-hal€ after the order was jatued, only 
18 men!

THE JAPANESE IN FORMOSA. 
KABAYAMA’A LATEST PROCLAMATION, 

Tho special correspondent of the Nichi 
Nichi writing from Taipeh ander date of 
Joly 26th, states thab the jusurgents who 
had infested the banke of the rivar Tokoham 
have now been completely diepersed, many 
of them being killed and their villages 
barned to the ground, Yet the inhabitants 
of the ialand atill offer to oppose the Jupa- 
neso army, sod it has now become neces- 
aary to put in operation the Jhpanese civil 
code of administration in order to muke 
known the object of the Japancse army in 
crushing the insurgents, and to guide the 
totter and more peaceably disposed inhabit. 
anta as to what they abould do. Probably 
Admiral Kabayams bas’ perosived the im- 
portance of the adoption of this policy ; at 
any rate he issued a notico to the following 
effaot on July 25th: 

I, Kabayama, Admiret in the Nary and 
Commander-in-Chief of Formusa, a pro- 
vince of Japan, do hereby proclaim that 
the object of my coming to thie island is 
chiefly to rule the good end pesceful in- 
habitants and place them all at cose in 
thair rcapective businesses. For this 
reason, on my landing at Belang Loaused 
Mizano Jun, President of tho Adminuistra- 
tive Office, to annoance to the publio that 
the Japanese Army would rot interfore 
with or disturb the busivess. of peaceful 
inhabitants, end they wera requosted to 
curry on such business with easy minds as 
nanal. Again lately, acting under the Im- 
perial command of His Majesty-the Em- 
peror of Japan, I dcelared the abolilion for 
the present year of all tuxes and datica, with 
the exception of customs doty, imposed on 
the ichabitants of the island, "io order fo 
reliove thor from their ecffurings. Contrary 
to my expectations, the insurgents havo ; 
fabricated varions damnging r:ports, incited 
ignorant people to revolt, and destroyed 
reilways, telegraph lines, roada-and bridges. 
Awonget other misdeeds they have attuck- ; 
ed Jepanese transport {raingand horsemen. | 
These actions compelicd mo to erush — 
them with a decisive blow once for all. | 
Many of thom wero killed, others fl-d and 
their quarters have beco levelled to the | 
grannd. These ucts hive beeu witnessed | 
by all you peacefal inhabitants, Tbe action | 
of tho rivtera in resisting the Imperial : 
afniy worits death; bat iu my opinion many 
of them wero compelled to join the in- 
surgente by threats, and other extennating 
circametances exist ia excuso of their 
eotions, I hereby announce that those who 
lay down their arma and eurrender them- | 
selvea to the Japanese authority before tho 
arrival of our soldiers in their placcs, and 
promise allogiance ta Japan, will ba lot go 
nnpuuished, and all their former offences 
will ho condoned. Al th0 damaging ro- 
ports relntiva to tho Japaneso army are 
entirely unfounded, and yon aro reqnestod 
ot to place the Icast credence iu them. 
Anyona who fuils to observe this, my 
advice, and circulates falea ramora and 
disturbs the peace of any plaso, shall be 
punished at once without any leniency 
being chown bim.

ACCIDENT TO A P. AND O. 
STEAMER. 

THE CAUBE OF THE ‘AUSTRALIA'S’ DELAY. 

We stated yesterday (12th Auguat) that 
the P. & ©, Company's loos) agents bad 
become alarmed about the safety of the 
Australia, which, though due here an Satur- 
day eveniog with the maila of July 26th 
had not arrived yesterday afternoun, and 
that the P, & 0, @.8. Benga? had been sent 
out in search of her, Capt. Bayley going 
with the Bengsl which Ipft the port at 4 
p.m. She'steamed off at the rate of 124 knots 
ao‘hour and had been out about 6} hours 
wheo she sighted a vessel which eventually 
turned out to be the Australia, and as she 
was then moving along at the rate of over L2 
knots an hour they did not go alongaide and 
contented themselves with merety exchang- 
ing signals, The Benyal turned round and 
cama back with the muil steamer and they 
could have reached Colombo late last at 
uight, but decided not to enter the port be- 
fore daybreak, The Australis consequently 
anome in and was mocred at 6 a.m, to-day 
(13th Augast). Her forward cylinder broke 
down, it seems, about 120 miles to the woot- 
ward of Minicoy, on Friday morning, and 
sho had to lie to aso result, while the en- 
giceers ascertained if she could continue her 
voyago with her low-pressure cylinders, This 
was a work that involved some time arrang- 
ing, tho ship's run for that dey being less 
than 20 knots. Soon after she hove to & 
Nederlands-India mil steamer, the Prince 
Hendrick: parsed her, und, on being signalled 
and told what lind happened, she stood by 
the Australia till the enginerrs reported 
that tho latter vessel couid proceed. The 
Captain of. the Prince Hendrick was most 
courteous, aud cif.red, in the event of the 
Australia not teing uble to proceed, to tow 
her to Colombo. This, however, was not 
necessary, for tho enginorrs found that the 
Australia could go on, and she came ou at & 
reduced speed and reached our harbour as 
we stated, What will have to be done to 
her engines here cannot be known till the 
exact amount of (he darsage is ascertained, 
and it will lake from 36 tu 38 hours to find
